AND FIRE SERVICE RACES TO THE RESCUE! 

Residents are 
evacuated from 
a block of flats 


SEVENTEEN peo¬ 
ple were evacuated 
from Rowan Court 
in Barry in the early 
hours of Saturday, 
February 15, after 
gales ripped into the 
roof. 

The drama took place 
at around lam as 80 mph 


winds - and rain - began 
battering the south Wales 
coast. 

The Fire Brigade and 
police arrived to escort 
residents to safety. 

One resident, Mrs 
Elizabeth Curtis, told 
The GEM: “There was a 
loud bang on the roof in 
the night. 

“A fascia board had

come away in the winds 
during the day, and in the 
night a strong gust of 
wind had got in through 
the gap lifting the roof 
and flipping it back - that 
was the bang! 

“I want to thank the 
Fire Brigade and the 
police who arrived so 
quickly.” 

The emergency servic¬ 
es blocked off St 
Nicholas Road while the 
evacuation took place. 

Rob Coleman, the 
Watch Manager for Blue 
Watch at Barry Fire 
Station, explained: “We 
got a call at about lam 
and turned up to find one 
of the flats flooding. 
Water was coming 
through the ceiling and 


getting into the electrics. 

“Water was also get¬ 
ting into the flats on 
either side through the 
ceilings. 

“We noticed a 20 foot 
strip of fascia board had 
come away and the roof 
had peeled back. 

“The police closed the 
road. Because of the 
winds, we were con¬ 
cerned the roof might 
come off.” 

The Fire Brigade then 
took the decision to evac¬ 
uate the flats, liaising 
with the emergency plan¬ 
ning department at the 
Vale Council. No one 
was injured, but a FESS 
vehicle - Fire and 
Emergency Support 
Service - also attended 
as a precaution. 

The Fire Service were 
at the scene for two 
hours, and then had a 
meeting at 8am with a 


building inspector. 

Mrs Curtis went to 
stay with her family over 
the weekend. 

She added: “I returned 
to find water damage in 
two back bedrooms. Not 
all the residents were 
able to return as early as 
me. 

“The environmental 
health department were 
advising people as to 
whether they could stay 
or not. 

“Everybody has been 
so helpful - the heating 
engineer who came to 
my home the next day 
had been in Mothercare 
with his wife and baby 
when he responded to the 
call.” 

Earlier this week, 
workmen began securing 
the roof. 

By Wednesday, most of 
the residents had been 
able to return to their

Council acts quickly 
to remove needle

L OCAL government 
reorganisation seems 
to have captured the 
interest of the two main 
political parties - I wonder 
why? 

Have you signed the 
Conservatives’ petition to Save 
the Vale (does that include urban 
areas, I wonder) or helped Labour 
councillors to lobby and influence 
their friends running the Welsh 
Government?

Capital receipts from the 
sale of Eagleswell 
Primary school site will 
be required to build the 
new amalgamated pri¬ 
mary school”. 

I’m afraid, though, 


that there are other parts 
of the consultation docu¬ 
ment which contradict 
the above. For example, 
one of the options con¬ 
sidered on the top of 
page 10 of the document 
was to “ Remodel 
Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School, 
carry out major repairs 
to Eagleswell Primary 
and build a new 
Llanilltud Fawr Primary 
School on the existing 
site ”. 

It goes on to say that 
funding for the repair of 
Eagleswell primary is 
available through asset 
renewal funding and 
Llanilltud Fawr can have 
a new primary school 
with funding from the 
21st Century Schools 
Band B funding, which 
is due to commence in 
2020. (However, parents 
were told at the drop-in 
session that this may be 
brought forward to 
2018). 

In the document, this 
option was dismissed 
because it would only 
provide a “second best” 
building for the compre¬ 
hensive school. 

I’m sorry, but how 
can anyone take this 
document seriously 
when it is full of such 
gross contradictions? 

How can anyone vote 
on this document when 
it doesn’t clearly or con¬ 
cisely state exactly what 
it is?

believed that a suitable 
sized part of the Barry 
Library would deliver a 
cost-effective and sus¬ 
tainable solution, and the 
idea rated favourably in 
the Options Appraisal 
commissioned by the 
previous Vale adminis¬ 
tration. 

Sadly, the pumping 
house building to which 
Mr Lloyd refers has now 
been lost to developers. 
This however has a sil¬ 
ver lining; as not only 
will it bring an iconic 
and previously derelict 
Barry building back into 
use, but this develop¬ 
ment will attract 
‘Section 106’ money 
which will be paid to the 
Vale Council.

island business 
owner’s anger at 
latest traffic jam 


THERE were six-hour traffic jams on 
Barry Island last Sunday, February 16, a 
local businessman has claimed. 

With blue skies overhead and warm sunshine, 
thousands of people headed to the Island. 

But Mark Vockins, owner of the Quasar 
attraction, said many visitors were unaware that 
there was free car parking and a traffic jam 
developed. 

He explained: “It was the worst traffic jam I 
can ever remember on the Island. I’ve never seen 
anything like it. 

“It lasted for six hours, from midday until 
6pm. 

“There are fewer trains on Sundays and they 
don’t start in the valleys until around midday. 

“It means lots of people decide to use their car. 

“When they arrive, they don’t realise the car 
parks are free and keep driving round looking 
for a spot. 

“You could see them driving round the 
Pleasure Park two or three times. 

“I had customers arriving from Porth, Cardiff 
and locally - they were all saying ‘we couldn’t 
find anywhere to park’. 

“Some of them parked on Plymouth Road.” 

Parking is free in the car parks from October 
1 until mid-March. 

Mark pointed out that there needed to be 
clearer signs on the Island directing people to the 
three car parks, highlighting the fact they were 
free. 

He said he had spoken to the highways depart¬ 


ment of the Vale Council earlier in the week to 
make these points. 

“The car parks were not used to their full 
capacity; if they had been it would have eased 
things a bit. 

“Nell’s Point was part open, the Old Harbour 
was open, but the overflow wasn’t open.” 

He said he planned to get in touch with MP 
Alun Cairns to inform him of what had hap¬ 
pened. 

Stephen Bowen, a highway works manager 
with the Vale Council, said spaces were still avail¬ 
able in the Harbour Road car park throughout 
the day. 

“We’re aware of some congestion on the Island 
due to the large amount of visitors, which is usual 
on a day when the weather is particularly good 
for the time of year. 

“There were spaces in the Harbour Road car 
park, which is why the overflow car park was not 
open. 

“We were not aware that Nell’s Point car park 
was full, so the additional area was not opened. 

“This car park has never been opened previ¬ 
ously during the winter; it is not manned and we 
did not receive any reports that it was full.” 

He promised: “For the future, we will erect 
signage to allow the public and local businesses to 
contact the council to inform us when the car 
park is near capacity and additional areas 
require opening.” TIM CHAPMAN

Towler, said: “With the 
development of Hwb, a 
single learning platform 
in Wales, it is key that we

nologies and teacher edu¬ 
cation play in that.” 

Information gathered 
from the webinar will 
influence a report being 
prepared by the National 
Digital Learning Council 
(NDLC). 

Ty Golding, head¬ 
teacher of Barry Island 
Primary, said: “It was 
wonderful that pupils 
from Barry Island 
Primary could share their 
ideas and thoughts via 
the webinar with children 
from over 15 other pri¬ 
mary schools. Using 
technology to collaborate 
with such ease and work¬ 
ing together as a collec¬ 
tive ‘voice’ has provided 
us all with a meaningful 
opportunity to make a 
difference. 

“We are now looking 
at how webinars could be 
used to communicate 
across schools, to support 
a wide variety of learning 
experiences.” 


Foodbank opens 

A new Foodbank will be officially 
launched in Barry town centre next 
Thursday, February 27. 

It will be opened at St Mary’s Church, Holton 
Road, by the Archbishop of Wales, Barry Morgan, 
and the Vale of Glamorgan AM, Jane Hutt. 

A Foodbank spokeswoman explained: “The Vale 
Foodbank opened just over two years ago, and we 
have provided emergency food parcels to over 6,000 
local people in crisis, of which 2,346 were children 
under 16.” 

The centre will be open on Friday afternoons. The 
GEM will publicise the opening times at a later date 
when they become available. 


Consequences 
of Dinas Powys 
bridge closure 


A COUPLE of 
weeks ago, 
there was a 
GEM report con¬ 
cerning the 14-week 
closure of the Cross 
Common Road 
bridge over the 
river alongside the 
Cardiff Road. 

I wonder whether 
those responsible consid¬ 
ered the matter of the 
emergency service s ’ 
access to local properties. 

Bethel House Care 
Home in the Hebron Hall 
complex is the largest 
client for both paramedic 
and emergency ambu¬ 
lance attendance, so any 
emergency services com¬ 
ing from Barry, including 
the Fire Service, will 
need an extra five min¬ 
utes’ response time, espe¬ 
cially when the children 
are arriving at or leaving 
the Murch Junior School. 


Even services coming 
from Cardiff will need 
extra time as the route 
across the Murch railway 
bridge and past the local 
shopping area is fre¬ 
quently the scene of traf¬ 
fic hold-ups. 

The report indicates 
that the job will be to 
repair the bridge. If any¬ 
thing needs to be done, it 
is that the bridge be 
widened to avoid the 
daily frustrations when 
buses and other large 
vehicles are crossing it. 

What about the bus 
service? Will they have 
to turn around by the 
entrance to Hebron Hall 
and retrace their tracks? 

Surely the proposed 
new road to avoid the 
Cross Common bridge 
could be made in the 14 
weeks, and this would be 
a major benefit for every¬ 
body.

Mystery 
death of 
Mussolini’s 
deputy 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum, was Mr 
David Ephraim, 
who gave an inter¬ 
esting illustrated 
talk on Italo Balbo, 
who was 

Mussolini’s deputy. 

Balbo was born in 
1896 in a small village 
in Italy, and he joined 
the Italian Flying 
Squadron, training the 
Italians to fly in the First 
World War. He then 
graduated in law and 
social sciences, and 
became secretary of the 
National Fascist Party. 

He rose quickly 
through the ranks, so 
that by 1925 he was 
appointed as second in 
command to Mussolini. 

The fascists were 
soon in power and at the 
age of 29, he was 
appointed Secretary of 
State for the Air Force, 
where he was instrumen¬ 
tal in organising long 
distance ‘cruises for air¬ 
craft’ , firstly around the 
Mediterranean and Black 
Sea. But the biggest and 
most successful was in 
1933 when 25 SM55 air¬ 
craft flew to America, at 
a time when trans- 
Atlantic flights were 
very unusual. 

When the squadron 
arrived in New York, 
they were given a ticker 


tape reception, and in 
Chicago 300,000 greeted 
them. On their return to 
Rome, there was a simi¬ 
lar ecstatic reception, 
and Bilbo was promoted 
to Air Marshal. 

However, it appears 
Mussolini was jealous of 
the adulation that the 
Italian population 
heaped on him, and he 
also opposed many of 
Mussolini’s policies, 
including supporting the 
Spanish Civil war and 
Hitler. 

In 1935, Balbo was 
sent to Libya, as the 
Italian Governor 
General. When he was 
flying back to Italy in 
1940, his plane was shot 
down by Italian fire, and 
he was killed. A conspir¬ 
acy theory still lingers as 
to whether Mussolini 
ordered the action.

Promenade 
facelift is 
‘progressing 

welF -VALE COUNCIL 


THE Vale Council this week 
reported that work at Eastern 
Promenade on Barry Island is 
“progressing well”. 

When completed, the scheme will 
provide new beach huts, toilet facilities 
and a traversing wall, as well as reno¬ 
vation of the eastern shelter and new 
viewing platforms and footpaths. 

“The recent focus of attention has 
been on excavating areas to allow for 
new footpath links, constructing 
retaining walls and preparing the new 
beach hut structures. These works 
remain well on schedule, despite the 
recent spell of bad weather,” said coun¬ 
cil leader Neil Moore. 

He and Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet 
member for regeneration, and the 
director of development services, Rob 
Thomas, visited the site to gauge 
progress, accompanied by David 
Harris, managing director of WRW 
Construction Ltd. 

Coun Moore went on: “The scheme 


demonstrates this council’s firm com¬ 
mitment to Barry and the Island as a 
visitor destination. This destination is 
unique in south Wales and the scheme 
will provide further attractions and 
facilities for visitors. 

“We are developing a scheme that 
all traders, businesses, residents and 
visitors can be proud of and I look for¬ 
ward to visiting the site again in a few 
weeks’ time to see further progress.” 

Coun Burnett commented: “It was 
really positive to see the scheme taking 
shape and there were noticeable differ¬ 
ences since my previous visit to the 
site. The progress on the beach huts is 
exciting and you can now picture what 
a difference they will make to this part 
of the promenade. 

“I am particularly pleased that deci¬ 
sions that we made during the feasibil¬ 
ity and design stage of the project 
means that we are delivering a robust 
scheme, which has already been tested 
during the recent stormy weather.” 


Residents’ relief 
as housing plan 
is turned down 


RESIDENTS in the 
Primrose Hill area 
of Cowbridge have 
breathed a sigh of 
relief after a con¬ 
troversial plan for 
79 houses was 
turned down by the 
Vale Council’s 
planning commit¬ 
tee. 

The companies 
behind the plan had 
launched an appeal, 
based on the fact that no 
Vale Council planning 
decision had yet been 
made on the scheme. 

However, when the 
appeal came before the 
planning committee last 
Thursday (February 13) 
council officers had rec¬ 
ommended that it be 
turned down, and coun¬ 
cillors on the planning 
committee agreed. 


The GEM under¬ 
stands that the vote to 
say no was unanimous. 

The plan to build 79 
new homes - with about 
48 earmarked as afford¬ 
able housing for rent or 
purchase - had been pro¬ 
posed jointly by the 
United Welsh Housing 
Association and Charles 
Church, a premium 
building company that is 
part of the Persimmon 
Group. 

Charles Church 
intended to build the 31 
homes intended for the 
open market. 

Local residents 

formed the ‘Gateway to 
Cowbridge’ action group 
to oppose the plan and 
its chairman, Kevin 
Freeland, had this to say: 

“Naturally, we are 
delighted that the entire 
Vale Council planning 
committee agreed with 


the vast majority of 
townspeople, local 
councillors and their 
own officers in indicat¬ 
ing they would reject 
this unwanted and 
unwarranted greenfield 
development. 

“Given such local 
opposition, it would be 
regrettable if the devel¬ 
opers tried to impose 
their wishes on the town 
via a planning appeal, 
but we will remain vigi¬ 
lant and will join with 
the council in opposing 
any such move.” 

However, a statement 
from United Welsh indi¬ 
cated that Mr Freeland’s 
wish is not going to be 
granted. 

Richard Mann, the 
director of development 
at United Welsh, said: 
“We are both surprised 
and disappointed by the 
decision. 

“The Vale Council 
has clearly stated that 
the need for affordable 
housing in Cowbridge is 
now ‘critical’, and there 
were no objections to 
our proposal from the 
council’s own internal 
consultees. 

“We are in the process 
of appealing this deci¬ 
sion to the Welsh 
Government.”

Clifford Parish, 
the operational man¬ 
ager for waste man¬ 
agement and cleans¬ 
ing at the council, 
praised Mr Evans for 
bringing the syringe 
to the attention of 
the council worker. 

Mr Parish 

explained: “The land 
is no longer in the 
ownership of

Memories are 


recalled of 
Welsh arsenal 


AT Llanblethian WI’s 
meeting last week, Mr 
Mike Clubb gave an 
illustrated and fasci¬ 
nating talk on ‘The 
Welsh Arsenal 1939 - 
1945’. 

He said that the origi¬ 
nal Arsenal was at 
Woolwich, but because 
of the close proximity to 
London and the heavy 
bombing, when 100 peo¬ 
ple were killed at the 
factory, it was thought 
sensible to relocate to a 
green field site. 

In May 1936 the 
Bridgend site was 
announced, with the 
main factory to be sited 
at Waterton. This was to 
be the largest factory in 
Britain during the 
Second World War, 
employing over 30,000 
people, who came from 
all comers of 
Glamorgan, Swansea, 
Barry, Pontypridd, the 
Valleys and surrounding 
areas. There were also 
three sub-factories. 

Two hostels were 
built at Island Farm, 
Bridgend and two hous¬ 
ing estates were also 
built to house people 
from London. Two 
underground tunnels 
were built under Brackla 
Hill linking to the main 
factory at Waterton. 

A decoy factory was 
also built near 
Colwinston. During 
constmction, there were 
five fatalities. Leisure 
facilities were provided 
for the workers and team 
sports were arranged. 
Dances were held in the 


canteen on a Saturday 
night and revues were 
also put on by the vari¬ 
ous sections working in 
the factory. 

The workforce was 
made up of 25 per cent 
male and 75 per cent 
female: half came to 
work by bus and half by 
train, alighting at 
Tremains Halt, which 
carried nine and a half 
million passengers per 
year. 

There were 30,000 
people employed, with a 
third working on a shift 
at a time. 

The King and the 
Queen Mother paid a 
visit to the factory to see 
the production and to 
meet the workers, who 
were engaged in danger¬ 
ous work; in all 23 peo¬ 
ple were killed in explo¬ 
sions and probably more 
than 100 people suffered 
serious injuries, some 
losing fingers, hands, 
limbs and eyes from the 
blasts. 

In 2009, a plaque was 
erected in Bridgend, in 
memory of the brave 
workers who gave their 
lives to produce the 
materials needed to 
enable the war to be 
won. 

The next meeting will 
be on Thursday, March 
13, at 7.30pm in 
Llanblethian Church 
Hall. The speaker is 
Gail Roberts, who will 
be talking about person¬ 
al skin care. Visitors 
are welcome. 


ICONS AND DISPLAY 
TRICKS WITH PENARTH 
COMPUTER CLUB 


F ORUM evenings are 
held to explore mem¬ 
bers’ concerns and 
look at odd corners of 
computing. 

A hangover question from an 
earlier meeting was ‘How do 
you customise a folder icon?’, so 
we looked at that. 

A Windows XP folder icon 
shows a manila-coloured folder, 
slightly open at the top. This can 
be customised. 

Right click on the folder icon 
to open a dialogue box and 
select the Customize Tab. 
Towards the bottom of the tab, 
click on Change Icon and anoth¬ 
er box will appear showing a 
range of icons that are available 
to choose from. 

Select one; say Apply and 
OK. The original icon will be 
replaced by the one selected. 

Alternatively, start as above 
and on the Customize Tab in the 
Folder Pictures area, click on 
Choose Picture. 

In the box that appears, navi¬ 
gate to the picture you want and 
click on Open, then OK. 

The picture will appear on the 
folder icon when it is displayed 
as a thumbnail. 

In Windows 7, folder icons 


are slightly different. They are 
open on the right-hand side 
rather than the top and once doc¬ 
uments are put into it, the icon is 
tweaked to include a document 
protruding from the folder. 

The routine for customising 
Win 7 folder icons is similar to 
that in XP above. There are more 
icons to choose from if simply 
changing the icon, or a chosen 
picture appears as protruding 
from the folder when viewed as 
a sub-folder. 

Screens now provide a higher 
resolution. That means icons 
have become more intricate in 
design, with the result that some 
are small and quite hard to read. 

Windows 7 recognised this 
and added a feature to enable 
users to select the size of the 
icons displayed from small, 
medium, large or extra large for 
easy recognition. 

Note that when you click on 
the view option button (top right 
of the window, next left but one 
of the round blue button carrying 
the question mark) you are 
offered a selection menu with a 
vertical slider bar to mark the 
selection. 

If your mouse has a central 
wheel, you can make your selec¬ 
tion much easier by selecting 


any icon; holding down the 
Control Key and rotating the 
centre wheel. This works for the 
whole range of available options. 

The mouse wheel does a 
similar operation for the items 
on the Desktop. The Desktop is 
basically a folder displayed in a 
different way, so the wheel- 
mouse is handy. 

One member had been taken 
aback when his screen suddenly 
turned sideways .This is a built- 
in facility that must be useful for 
something. Smart phones and 
ipads do it automatically using 
built-in movement sensors. 

For a laptop, hold down the 
Control and Alt keys at the same 
time and press an arrow key. 

The left or right arrow key 
will turn the display sideways 
and the down arrow will invert 
it. The up arrow will put it back 
to normal.

A WELSH Royal Air Force (RAF) officer 
has been deployed on his first tour in 
Helmand Province, Afghanistan with the 
Joint Aviation Group. 

Flight Lieutenant Nick Carter (31), a former 
student at Swansea University, is currently 
deployed on Operation HERRICK for five 
months as a Personnel Support Officer. 

He grew up in Llanbradach, and is normally 
based at MoD St Athan in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, the home of the Defence Aircraft 
Repair Agency (DARA).

Pencoed 
trial for 


man on 
murder 


Happy birthday 
‘afiaith’ 
Sant Baruc, 

penblwydd hapus! 


USING a dog lead 
as a ligature, a man 
murdered his wife 
by strangling her in 
her bedroom, it was 
alleged at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

On his own account, 
45-year-old Kelvin 

Newton said the attack 
lasted 30 seconds to a 
minute, during which 
time Assia Newton strug¬ 
gled desperately to break 
the stranglehold. 


The defendant, of 
Heol Las, Pencoed, was 
described by prosecutor 
Elwen Evans QC as a 
“violent, volatile man”. 

His wife, after separat¬ 
ing from him, had written 
in a notebook. One entry 
read: “You have your 
freedom - let me go.” 

The 44-year-old had 
also written: “You must 
understand we have 
nothing in common any 
more. I will still care for 
you, but don’t think it’s 


love, it’s more like a best 
friend. I don’t like being 
used for your satisfac¬ 
tion.” 

Newton has pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of 
murder. 

Ms Evans said that on 
the evening of Sunday, 
July 14, the police were 
called to Ty Bryn 
Terrace, Pencoed, the 
home of Mrs Newton, 
and found her dead on 
her bedroom floor. 

A dog lead was around 


her head and had been 
used as a ligature and 
pulled very tightly. 

There was no issue, 
said Ms Evans, that 
Newton killed her, but 
Newton said he was not 
guilty of murder and 
accepted he was guilty to 
a lesser offence of 
manslaughter. 

The prosecution did 
not accept that. 

“On the facts, he is 
guilty of murder. He is 
trying to escape responsi¬ 
bility for his actions.” 

The relationship 
between the two was 
complex. Mrs Newton 
was born in Cardiff and 
had three daughters with 
the defendant. Her first 
child, from another rela¬ 
tionship, died in 2008 
and this had a significant 
effect on her health. 

The couple began their 
relationship in 1988, and 
married in June 1994. 

There was an attitude 
on his part of volatility 
and violence, said Ms 
Evans. There were argu¬ 
ments, and violence and 
aggression by him. 

“He was controlling, 
possessive and manipula¬ 
tive, and there were 
threats of harm and of 
self-harm by him. Some 
incidents were reported 
to the police, most were 
not.” 

In the past, she 
alleged, he had tried to 
strangle her and drown 


her in the bath. 

On one occasion, he 
threw petrol over the 
house in Ty Bryn Terrace 
and tried to bum it down. 

In 2005, he set fire to a 
settee and also had an 
axe. His explanation to 
the police was that he 
was upset because she 
said she was leaving him. 

In June 2008, said Ms 
Evans, he tried to stran¬ 
gle her. He once pushed 
her down a flight of 
stairs, shaved her head 
and threw a screwdriver 
at her. She kept photo¬ 
graphs of her injuries. 

At times, said Ms 
Evans, he would throw a 
television set, computers, 
a microwave and paint, 
and sometimes threw £10 
and £20 notes on the fire. 

The couple parted in 
2011 and he moved into 
the garage, and later 
moved in with a sister. 

He remained a con¬ 
stant visitor to his wife’s 
home, sometimes going 
several times a day. 

She kept a notebook 
and had written in it 
“Help”, saying she want¬ 
ed to be friends and need¬ 
ed space. She had also 
written: “You can move 
on, we can make it offi¬ 
cial.” 

She also wrote that she 
thought he would kill her 
if she met anyone else, 
and she was afraid he 
would harm himself. 

Ms Evans said that 


twice in 2013, she went 
on holiday to Tunisia and 
became friendly with a 
waiter, and indicated she 
wanted to move on from 
her dysfunctional rela¬ 
tionship. She told neigh¬ 
bours she wanted to sell 
her house and have a 
divorce. 

On July 12, said Ms 
Evans, they had an argu¬ 
ment about her going to 
Tunisia and he said that if 
he could not have her 
back, his life was as good 
as over. 

On the day of the 
killing, he told a daughter 
that he and his wife were 
not together and she did¬ 
n’t want contact with 
him. He seemed surpris¬ 
ingly calm, continued Ms 
Evans. But during the 
afternoon, he went to the 
house, took the dog lead 
from a hook by the front 
door, and strangled his 
wife. 

Alleged Ms Evans: 
“After the killing, he 
took considered steps to 
try to get rid of the evi¬ 
dence. She had bled con¬ 
siderably and he had a 
shower. He threw his 
shorts, which were 
bloodstained, on a fire as 
well as two mobile 
phones.” 

Ms Evans said it was 
not known at what pre¬ 
cise time the killing took 
place. 

The trial is expected to 
last two weeks. 


Maesteg man guilty 
of indecent exposure 


A MAN who fantasised about 
a woman, has been sentenced 
to a two-year community 
order at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Conrad Flay (43) of Caerau Road, 
Maesteg, had admitted charges of 
harassment and indecent exposure. 

Judge William Gaskell told him: 
“Your behaviour has been intolera¬ 
ble.” 

Prosecutor John Probert said he 
wrote the woman a letter, saying he 
wanted to take her under his wing, 
could not take his eyes off her, and 
fantasised. 

She described this as disgusting, 
and he once touched the woman say¬ 
ing, “You’re not wired up, you’re not 
recording me,” and begged her not to 
call the police. 

Some weeks later, he was seen car¬ 
rying out an indecent act upon himself, 
for which he apologised to her. 


The woman told him: “You are a 
pervert. Keep away.” 

When arrested, he denied such 
behaviour. 

Flay was said to have convictions 
for 39 offences including arson, caus¬ 
ing damage and shoplifting. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharp, said Flay 
had been in custody since December 7. 

The offences, he said, were distaste¬ 
ful, but one of Flay’s problems was the 
use of drugs. 

In the past, as a result of a road 
accident, he had suffered brain dam¬ 
age and resorted to amphetamine. 

The court imposed a restraining 
order for five years on Flay, banning 
him from contacting the woman, and 
going to her street. 

He was also ordered to register as a 
sex offender for five years and to 
observe an electronically-tagged cur¬ 
few for three months from 9pm to 
6am, and to pay £60 victim surcharge.

L LANGEINOR Hunt stalwart 
Norman Jones has died after 
a long illness. 

Norman owned many good point-to- 
pointers over the years and was a keen 
horseman with a good eye for a horse. 

As a young lad, he competed in 
gymkhanas and shows with his brother 
David and with his father William, hunted 
with the Llangeinor pack. 

He had been involved in the horse rac¬ 
ing world since the 1950s, and he owned 
and trained a very good mare called 
Estelle, which beat the legendary three 
times champion hurdle winner, Sir Ken, at 
Warwick in 1955. 

Some of the horses he owned, which 
hunt-racing enthusiasts may recall, were 
Moonello, Drumman, Matsix, Buckland 
Boy, King’s Euro and, more recently, the 
grey Silver Story - which was trained by 
the Vale’s William Vaughan. 

Silver Story won at Cheltenham some 
21 years after Matsix had won the United 
Hunts Challenge Cup there in 1992. 

Norman is survived by his devoted wife 
Berenice of 60 years, his two children 
Beverley and Jeremy, and four grandchil¬ 
dren, Mia, Rory, Ellis and Lewys. 

The funeral is taking place at Trealaw 
Church, Trealaw Cemetery, Tonypandy, 
today (Friday, February 21) at 1.30pm.

Bridgend Lions all set for 
popular charity book fair 


TWENTY years ago, when 
Bridgend Lions Club con¬ 
sidered ideas for a new 
charitable project, they 
were not to know that they 
would be embarking on the 
most successful fundraising 
formula in their history. 

Held in March 1994, Bridgend 
YMCA became the venue for the 
first Lions’ book sale and it was a 
pretty modest affair using an 
upstairs room with a limited stock 
of donated books. 

While the sale made just a small 
profit for the club’s charity 
account it showed much promise 
and suggested a demand for well 
presented, quality pre-owned 
books. This formed the template 
for the future, becoming very suc¬ 
cessful and eagerly anticipated by 
the borough’s booklovers, many 
of whom subscribed to the club’s 


dedicated mailing list. 

Rebranded some years ago as 
the Lions Book Fair, the event 
now takes over the YMCA’s large 
main hall for three days where 
thousands of avid readers enjoy 
browsing the huge number of 
books on display. 

Its reputation has spread and the 
Fair attracts customers from the 
whole of south east Wales becom¬ 
ing, the Lions believe to be, the 
largest single book event of its 
type in Wales. 

Stocking and logistics is a huge 
project which takes months and 
the club cannot achieve this with¬ 
out the generosity of those who 
donate their books, the YMCA 
who accept those donations and 
provide the venue as well as a 
room for its workshop and store. 
Other partner groups such as 1092 
ATC and Bridgend MPCT assist 
by supplying much needed volun¬ 


teer muscle for fetching and carry¬ 
ing. 

And what is the result of this 
hard work? 

In its 20 years, Lions Book 
events have raised over £145,000, 
all of which has been returned to 
the community and benefits many 
local charities and causes. 

The 2014 Lions Book Fair is 
being held from Friday February 
28 to Sunday March 2, at 
Bridgend YMCA. All are wel¬ 
come; entry is free and refresh¬ 
ments are available. 

The usual enormous variety of 
fiction, non-fiction, children’s and 
teen’s books will be on offer at 
bargain prices.

The name means grey 
mare and a decorated 
horse head, covered in a 
white sheet is carried 
through the streets from 
door to door during 
Christmas time by peo¬ 
ple who ask permission 
to sing and enter the 
houses. 

This is counteracted 
by the residents and a 
battle of wits follows - 
if permission to enter is 
given, the group are 
rewarded with food and 
ale. 

After climbing to 
Mynydd Margam by 
means of the Coed 
Morgannwg Way, the 
deer they hoped to see 
had possibly been fright¬ 
ened away by the fact 
huge logging machines 
are being used to clear 
the woodland. 

Continuing on past 
the Bodvoc Stone, also 
known as the Margam 
Stone, they returned 
through the delightful 
Cwm Sychbant.

IT IS surprising how 
many landlords let 
their properties with¬ 
out having any idea 
of the law; most are 
probably unaware 
how frequently the 
law changes and 
how it affects them.

“It is not just land¬ 
lords who are unaware 
most solicitors are. I was 
dealing with a case last 
week when a solicitor’s 
firm from north Wales 
called me and they clear¬ 
ly had no idea about 
housing law and this puts 
the solicitor’s firm at 
risk. ” 

Even if you let a prop¬ 
erty through an agent, 
there are no guarantees 
they will have any more 
knowledge on the law. 

Catherine says: “We 
are in court twice on 
Thursday in cases where 
agents have given negli¬ 
gent advice to landlords; 
one is an all-day trial, so 
if the agent loses, the 
solicitor’s costs alone 
will be over £15,000. 

“Another case that we 
are attending next week 


is where an agent com¬ 
pleted legal forms and 
attended court on behalf 
of a landlord (agents do 
not have the legal right 
to do this) and were 
unable to deal with a 
last-minute defence 
brought by the tenant. 

“The case was thrown 
out at court. The insur¬ 
ance does not cover 
agents for legal 
advice/signing legal doc¬ 
uments/attending court 
(because they have no 
‘rights of audience j, the 
landlord had to sue the 
agents personally. ” 

Landlords are natural¬ 
ly worried about paying 
for solicitors (some 
believe solicitors will 
cost thousands). 

However, a landlord 
need not worry; Newbold 
Solicitors complete docu¬ 
ments for possession 
hearings for only £250 
plus vat (excludes the 
court fee). 

With the average rent 
being £600 a month is it 
worth the gamble of try¬ 
ing to deal with the mat¬ 
ter yourself, or hoping 
nothing goes wrong via 
their agent?

He finds himself 
recruited by Wyldstyle 
(Elizabeth Banks) into a 
mission to stop 
Business, but it soon 
becomes apparent 
Emmet is in over his 
head... 

There are plenty of 
reasons to dismiss The 
Lego Movie out of hand; 
after all, the above men- 


tioned-films derived 
from a toy source have 
hardly been shining 
examples of quality cin¬ 
ema, and also just how 
engaging a story can you 
generate from what are 
essentially interlocking 
pieces of plastic. 

So it's a testament to 
the skills of those 
involved that the fin¬ 
ished product of The 
Lego Movie is easily one 
of the most inventive, 
laugh-out-loud funny, 
irreverent and charming 
films in recent memory;

It's not a story that

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Universal credit will 
"benefit’ the public 


F OR too long, too many peo¬ 
ple have been trapped on 
benefits and the 

Government have been working 
very hard over the last four years 
to ensure that going to work pays. 

The worst consequence of a life on 
benefits has been depicted (possibly 
unfairly) by Channel 4’s programme 
Benefits Street. 

I have been able to relate to this view 
from the stories I have been told by con¬ 
stituents. The worst case being one 
local resident who worked part time. 

She showed me that by working an 
extra hour per week, she would end up 
losing some benefits which will result in 
them being worse off. 

This constituent wanted to do the 
right thing - go out to work and provide 
for her family - but felt that the system 
was against her. 

Thankfully this is changing with the 
introduction of Universal Credit. 

The benefit system is a very compli¬ 
cated picture and surely everyone should 
be better off in work. 

Under the previous system - that is 
now changing - when a benefit claimant 
wants to increase their working hours, 
the system often works against them. 

Universal Credit will help the poorest 
families, making them on average £163 
a month better off. There are 200,000 
such people in Wales. Their financial 
position will improve further the more 
they work - as it should be. 

These changes also come on top of 
the increase in the personal tax

allowance to £10,000 from this April. 

This means that anyone working full 
time on the minimum wage will see 
their tax bill reduced by two-thirds, 
which is a huge saving. 

This is the West mi nster Government 
trying to ensure that those who can 
work, do work and are supported by the 
tax system. 

Unemployment in the Vale has fallen 
by 27 per cent since May 2010 to a 
claimant count rate of 3.9 per cent, 
which means that finding work is get¬ 
ting a little easier. 

It is clear that the long term economic 
plan is having a positive impact here in 


Barry and the rest of the Vale. 

The numbers of people who have 
come off disability benefits have also 
reduced significantly. It is only right 
that people with disabilities are support¬ 
ed properly to get back to work. 

Council taxes in England were also 
frozen and I was disappointed that the 
Welsh Government chose not to use the 
money to do the same here in Wales. 

Foodbanks do an excellent job in 
bringing people back into the state sup¬ 
port system. Their three parcel limit is 
vital to point the people at their lowest 
ebb to those agencies that can help. 

I have asked those who operate food- 
banks locally to refer their cases to me. 

I have intervened in delayed benefit 
payments on several occasions; I want 
to help more. 

It is right and proper that the most 
vulnerable should be protected. We 
need to protect and support people who 
cannot work. 

The system is changing to establish 
who needs help to get back to work and 
who, even with help, will not be able to 
work. 

We inherited a broken welfare system 
where a something for nothing culture 
had developed among some people. 

The system must be sensitive but not a 
soft touch. 

I will be doing all I can to ensure that 
we provide support to the long-term 
unemployed in the Vale who in the past 
have been left behind when there are 
opportunities, so they get the chance to 
get into the workplace.

ITH the scars still not 
healed from the battering 
they received to both body 
and pride in a storm-swept Dublin 
two weeks ago, Wales go into their 
make or break triple championship 
clash with unbeaten France tomor¬ 
row evening, knowing that even their 
own Millennium Stadium will be no 
easy place to make amends for their 
below-par display against the Irish. 

The game kicks off at the ridiculous hour 
of 8pm, which may be socially acceptable for 
those fortunate enough to be living within a 
10-mile radius of Cardiff, but hardly takes 
account of the equally fervent mass of Welsh 
supporters who have to travel in from much 
further afield - from the fastnesses of west 
and north Wales - and could then face a long 
journey home into the small hours. 

Call me old fashioned, but... this column 
has long bemoaned the increasing tendency 
in the professional age for rugby’s bigwigs to 
place TV media schedules before the interests 
of their legions of paying customers - ie the 
loyal fans — who nowadays are subjected to 
a bewildering hotch-potch of start times, dic¬ 
tated more by the commercial needs of 
broadcasters than those of the consumer. 

Late night Friday kick-offs are a case in 
point, with Wales suffering more than most 
in the Six Nations fixture list. 

Indeed, next year they will be entertaining 
England at a later time again of 8.05pm, on 


Friday, February 6, 2015. (It will be very 
interesting to see how many English fans are 
prepared to tolerate a long day’s journey 
into night back down the M4, with an 
overnight stay in Cardiff their only other 
option). 

Meanwhile, it is the French who again 
provide the late night Friday opposition for 
a Welsh camp desperate to prove that their 
uncharacteristic collapse against Ireland was 
simply a bad day at the office - rather than 
an ominous sign, as some pundits have pre¬ 
maturely suggested, that the success bubble 
has burst and that they have finally been 
‘found out’on the international scene. 

Injuries have not helped the cause and 
head coach Warren Gatland, already con¬ 
cerned about the lack of match fitness of 
other key players, which was exposed in the 
26-3 defeat in Dublin, delayed the announce¬ 
ment of his team until yesterday 
(Wednesday), for a final check on the walk¬ 
ing wounded. 

The whole camp know, as giant wing 
George North has acknowledged, that a huge 
collective improvement will be required to 
get their championship defence back on 
track, against a resurgent French side that 
may not yet have struck top form, but still 
have two Six Nations scalps hanging on their 
belt to Wales’ one. 

“We felt massively disappointed with the 


team’s performance in Ireland, but we have 
to react. We proved (in winning the champi¬ 
onship) last year, that despite losing one 
game, all is not lost,” North said. 

“We must remember that we have lost 
only two out of 12 matches in the Six Nations 
so far,” he pointed out. 

However, the challenge is formidable: last 
year’s wooden spoonists have an impressive 
record against Wales on both sides of the 
channel, winning 11 out of 16 meetings since 
2000 (including, of course, that highly con¬ 
tentious semi-final in the 2011 Rugby World 
Cup, when 14-man Wales fell to an agonizing 
one-point defeat (9-8) after skipper Sam 
War burton received a debatable red card. 

Instead, it was fortunate France who 
squeezed into the final showdown with the 
eventual winners, New Zealand, while 
Gatland’s men, who had been hailed as the 
form team of the series, were left to rue a 
rare opportunity missed. 

Wales can be encouraged by the fact that 
they have recorded convincing wins over the 
French in the three Grand Slam years - 
2005, 2008, 2012; also the notoriously unpre¬ 
dictable French are not usually good trav¬ 
ellers and have now lost six out of seven 
times on the road. 

Moreover, a miserable cold February 
night in Cardiff may not be to Gallic taste, 
particularly if the Millennium Stadium faith¬ 


ful can create anything like the hostile 
atmosphere that galvanised the Welsh team 
and transfixed England less than a year ago. 

Like the players, Gatland and his assistant 
coaches will be keen to prove a point or two 
to critics (not this one!) who have questioned 
whether the rugby pendulum has begun to 
swing away from Wales. 

Tomorrow night’s occasion presents a 
unique opportunity to set the record 
straight - in more ways than one - and there 
is no reason why this still young Wales team 
cannot rise to the challenge. 

Few should doubt that they have not yet 
reached their full potential - and provided 
they can quickly regain self-belief (and ignore 
negative sounds off stage), normal service 
should soon be resumed. 

Meanwhile, Gatland has kept faith with the 
bulk of his team which shows only one change, 
with scrum half Mike Phillips moving to the 
bench to make way for Rhys Webb. George 
North moves into the problem centre slot, with 
unlucky James Hook again keeping the 
replacement’s seat warm.
